“TO  REGUL.ATE  THE  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  CHEMISTS 
AND  DRUGGISTS  IN  CYPRUS  AND  THE  FEES  TO 
BE  TAKEN  RESPECT  OF  THE  REGISTRATION 
OF  CHEMISTS  AND  DRUGGISTS.  AND  IN  RESPECT 
OF  EXAMINATIONS  UNDER  ‘THE  MEDICAL  PRAC- 
TITIONERS’ (LICENSING)  LAW,  1891.’”

Be  it  enacted  by  His  Excellency  the  High  Commissioner  and 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Island  of  Cyprus,  -.vith  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  thereof,  as  follows  : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Law  it  shall  not  be  law- 
ful for  any  person  to  sell,  or  to  keep  open  shop  for  retailing, 
dispensing  or  compounding,  any  poison  or  medicine,  or  to  assume 
or  use  the  title  of  Chemist  and  Druggist,  or  Chemist,  or  Druggist, 
or  Pharmacist,  or  Pharmaceutist,  either  alone  or  in  combination 
with  any  other  word  or  words,  unless  he  is  duly  registered  as  a 
Chemist  and  1 >ruggist  under  this  Law. 

2.  No  Dispensary  shall  l)c  opened  without  special  ]^ermission 
having  been  previously  obtained  from  the  Government  of  Cyprus 
under  the  hand  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer. 

3.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Law,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  person  managing  a dispensary  to  keep  therein  only  drugs 
which  are  in  good  condition  ajid  free  from  adulteration,  and  also 
to  keep  such  drugs  in  proper  receptacles,  correctly  labelled. 

4.  Every  medicine  dispensed  must  be  placed  before  being  deli- 
vered in  a bottle,  or  other  receptacle,  bearing  a label  shewing  the 
nature  and  description  of  such  medicine,  and  giving  instructions 
as  to  how  such  medicine  is  to  be  used  according  to  the  directions 
furnished  by  the  medical  practitioner  who  has  prescribed  such 
medicine. 

5.  No  person  shall  in  the  compounding  of  any  medicine  use  any 
diflereiit  drug,  or  any  different  quantity  of  any  drug,  from  what  is 
mentioned  in  the  prescription  for  such  medicine,  but  if  in  any 
special  case  the  peraon  compounding  any  medicine  believes  that 
there  is  any  mistake  in  any  prescription,  it  shall  he  his  duty, 
before  compounding  the  medicine,  to  return  the  prescriptiou  for 
any  correction  that  may  be  nece-^sary  to  the  medical  practitioner 
by  whom  it  was  drawn  up. 
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6.  It  sluill  Iw  unlawful  for  any  Clicinisi  or  Druggist  to  make 
any  agreement  with  any  raoilieal  practitioner  to  juiy  or  allow  to 
.such  medical  practitioner  any  fee  or  commission  in  respect  of  any 
prescription. 

7.  All  ])ersons  in  dispensing  medicines  shall  comply  strictly  with 
the  instructions  contained  in  the  British  or  some  other  recognized 
pharinacopfcia. 

. 8.  Every  jierson  having  the  management  of  a dispensary  sliall 
keep  a sjiecial  book  at  such  dispensary  for  copies  of  prescriptions, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  dispensing  medicine 
according  to  any  ]>re.scription  to  ])ut  a numlicr  on  such  pre.scription 
and  to  enter  a copy  of  such  pi-escriptioii  in  the  sjxicial  Ixwk  refer- 
red to  above. 

9.  It  shall  lie  lawful  for  any  Medical  Board  appointed  under 
“The  Medical  Practitionei-s’  (Licensing)  Law,  1891,”  to  hold 
e.vaminations  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  High  t?ommissioner 
shall  direct  for  the  examination  of  persons  (lesir.)us  of  being  regis- 
tered as  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

10.  Every  cxaminaDion  lield  by  the  Medical  Board  for  Chemists 
and  Druggists  shall  be  such  sus  sullicitsitly  to  test  the  possession 
hy  the  eamlidates  of  the  knowdedge  and  skill  refpiisite  for  carryiug 
on  the  business  of  a Chemist  and  Druggist. 

] 1.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  bo  be  registered  as  a Chemi.sb 
and  Druggist  unless  he  is  of  the  age  of  21  y.-ars  or  upwards,  and 

(1).  lie  is  entitled  to  be  regi.stered  and  is  registered  in  Creat 
Britain  as  a (’beinist  and  Druggist  or  as  a Pharmaaeubical 
Cliemist  ; or 

(2.)  He  is  bhe  lawful  holder  of  a diploma  from  any  recognized 
pharniaceubical  school  ; or 

(8.)  He  has  actually  Iwen  engaged  and  employed  in  dispensing 
aiid  compounding  prescriptions  iis  a chemist  or  assisUiiit  chemist 
for  a jieriod  of  not  less  than  five  years  before  the  :Ust  day  of 
December,  1892  ; or 

(4.)  He  has  been  actually  engaged  and  employed  for  a perigd 
of  not  less  than  three  years  in  dispensing  and  compounding  pre- 
scriptions as  assistant  to  a chemist  in  Cyprus,  or  in  the  Govern- 
ment medical  stores  and  chemical  laboratory,  and  has  obtained  a 
certificate  from  the  Msdical  Board  tliat  lie  j)08ses.ses  competent 
skill  and  knowledge  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  a Chemist 
and  Druggist. 

12.  Tlierc  shall  be  kept  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  a register 
of  all  ]K3i-sons  entitled  to  l>e  registered  under  this  Law. 

Such  register  shall  ooutain  the  following  particulars  : 

The  name,  in  full,  of  each  person  registered  and  his  residence. 
The  date  of  Ins  regisbrabiou. 

The  nature  of  his  qualili cation. 

And  the  name  of  each  }>er8on  registered  under  this  Law  sliall  be 
published  in  the  Official  Gazette. 
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13.  Every  person  Shall  b;r  entitled  to  Iw  rogisbcretl  as  a Chemist 
and  Druggist,  on  payment  of  the  pi-escribed  fee,  who,  being  of  good 
ehavaetev,  shall  possess  any  of  the  qnalifieations  mentioned  in 
clause  11  hei'oof. 

14.  It  shall  bo  lawful  for  the  High  Commissioner,  for  good  cause 
shewn,  t'>  cancel  the  registrati  )n  of  any  person  registered  under 
this  Law. 

Notice  of  such  cancellation  shall  be  published  in  the  Official 
' Gazetfr,  and  from  the  date  of  such  publication  such  jiers  m shall 
cease  to  be  entitled  t%  carry  on  the  business  of  a Chemist  and 
Druggist 

15.  Any  person  who  shall  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1892,  have  shewn  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer 
that  he  has  attained  the  age  of  21  years  and  tliat  he  lias  for  a 
period  of  not  le.ss  tha:i  five  years  been  actually  engaged  and  em- 
ployed in  the  diqien.sing  and  componudiug  prescriptions  as  a 
chemist  or  as  an  assistant  to  a chemist,  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
registered  as  a Chemist  and  Druggist  without  payment. 

In  all  other  cases  there  sliall  be  taken  in  respect  of  registration 
as  a Chemist  and  Druggist,  under  this  liaw,  a fee  of  £1  for  each 
such  registration. 

16.  Every  person  selling,  or  keeping  open  shop  for  retailing, 
dispensing,  or  compounding  any  poison  or  medicino.  or  assuming 
or  using  the  title  of  Cliemist  or  any  other  similar  title,  or  opening 
a Dispensary  without  the  permission  of  the  Government  in  contra- 
vention of  this  liaw,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  shall  he 
liable  for  each  such  offence  to  a tine  not  e.xceeding  £20  or  to  im- 
prisonment for  any  term  not  e.vce.;ding  tliree  months,  or  to  hath 
such  punibhmeuts. 

17.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  High  Commissioner  from  time  to 
time,  by  order  published  in  the  Official  (iaz  -tta — 

(1.)  To  make  regulations  as  to  the  sale  of  poisons. 

(2.)  To  direct  what  medicines,  notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  this  Law,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  whatsoever  to  sell  or 
dispense. 

All  regulations  made  under  this  clause  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  if  they  had  becu  euacted  as  part  of  this  Law,  and 
any  person  committing  any  breach  of  any  such  regulations  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence,  and  shall  be  liable  for  each  such  oifence  to 
a fine  not  exceeding  £10  in  addition  to  any  penalty  or  punish- 
ment to  which  he  would  have  been  liable  if  this  Law  had  not 
Ijassed. 

18.  The  Chief  Medical  Officer,  or  any  Medical  Officer  deputed 
by  him,  may,  at  all  reasouable  times  in  the  dnytime,  enter  any 
dispensary  and  examine  whether  the  medicines  and  drugs  there 
kept  be  wholesome  and  fib  for  use,  and  may  destroy  or  cause  to 
be  destroyed  all  such  as  lie  finds  to  be  iiuwholsome  or  in  any  way 
unfit  for  use. 
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19.  Any  person  who  is  guilty  of  any  contravention  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Law  in  respect  of  which  no  special  penalty  has 
been  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  liable  for  each  such  offence 
to  a fine  not  exceeding  £10,  or  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  one  mouth,  or  to  both  such  punishments. 

20.  The  following  fees  shall  be  taken  in  respect  of  every  exam- 
i nation  held  under  “ The  Medical  Practitioners  (Licensing)  Law, 
1S91: 

For  every  candidate  for  examination  as  a Medical  Practitioner 
'f  the  second  class  £2. 

For  every  candidate  for  examination  In  any  special  branch  of 
surgery  or  medicine,  £1. 

Such  fees  shall  be  payable  by  the  candidate  before  examination. 

21.  This  Law  may  be  cited  as  “ The  Pharmacy  Law,  1892.  ” 

Passed  in  Council  this  ninth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  Our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two.

“TO  AMEND  ‘THE  PHARMACY  LAW,  1892.’”

Be  it  enacted  .by  His  Excellency  the  High  Commissioner  and 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Island  of  Cyprus,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  thereof,  as  follows: —

1.  If  any  question  shall  arise  as  to  whether  any  particular  in- 
stitution is  to  be  deemed  to  bo  a recognized  pharmaceutical  school- 
within  the  meaning  of  “ The  Pharmacy  Law,  1892,”  such  ques- 
tion shall  be  rjeferrfed  for  decision  to  the  High  Commissioner  in 
Council  and  the  decision  thereon  of  the  High  Commissioner  in 
Council  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  High  Commissioner  from  time  to 
time'  by  order  published  in  the  Official  Gazette  to  prescribe  what 
substances  .shall!  be  deemed  to  bo  jioisons  within  the  meaning  of 
“The  Pharmacy  Law,  1892,”  and  every  order  made  under  the 
provisions  of  this  clause  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as 
if  it  had  been  enacted  us  part  of  this  Law'. 

3.  This  Law'  may  be  citeil  us  “The  Pharmacy  Law,  1893,” 
and  shall  bo  read  together  with  and  as  forming  part  of  “ The 
Pharmacy  Law,  1892.” 

Passed  in  Council  this  twenty-third  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of 
Our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three.
